“TMERE'S A KETCH “TO IT. 


Uncommon Sense 
By JOHN BLAKE 


THE GREATEST TEACHER 

In the village where I live this is 
the season where the returning 
birds are at work on their nests. 

It is interesting to watch them, 
sitting in a window where they can- 
not see me. and observing them 
through a fleld glass. 

The orioles came three or four 
weeks ago; but they made no efforts 
at housebuilding till the leaves on 
the elm tree had grown large ecnough 
to screen their operations. 


Then they began. 
From all sorts of places théy 
brought long, tough grass, hairs 


from mattresses they found on dump 
piles, and shreds of bright cloth. 

I saw the foundation laid—and 
laid wrongside up, for the founda- 
tion of an oriole’s nest is above 
where the roof would be—a tightly 
woven thong thrown over a siender 
branch, and tightly tied to it ‘by 
little fibres, so that it cannot slip. 

The bough selected was a slender 
hung far from the 
main trunk of the tree. No cat could 
have climbed down that limb, and 
few owls covld discover it, so care- 
fully was it screened behind the 
leaves 

When the foundation or “handle” 
was constructed, other grasses and 
hairs were woven Into ft, and fin- 
ally formed into the shape of a purse 
or basket, strong enougn to hold the 
eges and later sustain the heavier 
weight of the little birds that would 
come out of them. 

At the same time a pair of robins 
was at work plastering a foundation 
of mud in the crotch of a tree, and 
overlaying it with dry straw. (They 
passed the orioles constantly as they 
worked, but appeared to think that 


their method of housebuilding was 
superior 
Into a iittle hole in a box I had 


put on a tree—carefully facing it to 
the south, a pair of wrens were car- 
rying twigs, which they will soon 
have interlaced until they reach a 
height of three or four inches. 

Then the mother wren, with her 
beak, wili push them apart till a 
hole is left in the centre, when she 
will line this with soft grass, and a 
few feathers from her breast. 

After that the eggs will be laid, 
her husband will feed her till 
they hatch. Then both parents 
will take turns as caterers. 

In all parts of the woods are dif- 
ferent birds, all building, and each 
pursuing a different method. 

Never does one make a mistake, 
or vary in its particular style of ar- 
chitecture.
